TOURISM CUTS

The Treasury has agreed In prin- 
ciple to increase the allocation in 
the Tourism Ministry's budget for 
promotional work abroad. The Min- 
ister, Moshe Kol, told The Jerusalem 
Post on Friday that he is now to 
take the matter up in the Cabinet. 

The allocations had recently been 
cut in the across-the-board economy 
measures imposed on all ministries. 

Mr. Kol, who late last week re- 
turned from a tour of the U.S. on 
behalf of the Bonds organization, 
said because of the cutback ‘Israel 
has all but disappeared from the 
advertising peges of American pub- 
ications dealing with tourism, at 
a time when the situation in fact 
demands that we undertake larger 
promotional campaigns.” 

Constant repetition is required of 
Israel's tourist facilities and the 
safety in which they may be en- 
joyed, he stressed. “People in the 
U.S. think of us as a besieged 
state." But important as the se- 
curity aspect may be, it is not en- 
tirely responsible for the 10 per 
ecent drop in American tourists here 
last year, Declining economic acti- 
vity has resulted in less Americans 
going abroad generally.

— Norway has par- 
doned Dan Arbel, a Danish-born 
Jew sentenced to five years for com- 
plicity in the killing of a suspected 
Arab terrorist in the ski resort of 
Lillehammer two years ago.

Junior officials at the ministry 
seid there was no senior expert 
available to reveal what action — 
if any — the government intends 
to take following the protest from 
Lazard. 


A spokesman from Lazard said: 
“We have asked the government to 
explain its reaction to insistence by 
Arab banks that we should not be 
allowed to join in international syn- 
dicates floating certain issues of 
bonds.” 

Lazard Freres claim the French 
state-owned Credit Lyonnais Bank 
told them that terms set by the 
Intra Investment Company, which 
is owned by Kuwait, Lebanon and 
Qatar, meant Lazard would not be 
asked to help underwrite a $25m. 
Joan for the nationalized French 
airline, Air France. 

Lazard says another state-owned 
bank, the Banque de Paris et des 
Pays Bas, told them that Kuwait 
Investment Company had insisted 
Lazard should not take part in rais-~ 
ing a $25m. loan for the Compagnie 
Du Rhone, which is also a French 
state firm. 

According to Lazard, both these 
Arab boycotts were relayed to them 


Suring the past few weeks. 

Banking sources here yesterday 
described "the Arab pressure on La- 
zard as blackmail against the 
French Government in order to force 
it to practise discrimination against 
ἃ firm which makes no secret of 
its Jewish ownership and its Zionist 
sympathies. 

A Lazard official said: “It's up to 
the Arabs to decide where they lend 
their money. But we do not under- 
stand how they can dictate to for- 
eign governments how to treat banks 
in those countries.” 

Other banks which have been the 
target of Arab-imposed boycotts in 
loan-raising operations are the 
French and British Rothschild banks 
and S.G. Warburg of London. The 
French division of Rothschild was 
unavailable for comment during the 
weekend, 

Banking officials fear this Arab 
interference in French banking will 
increase as the Arab oil producing 
countries amass more petro-dollars 
and make these available on the 
loan market. Banks which are unable 
to get bonds to sell to the public 
will lose business — and possibly 
clients too. 

Arab bankers huve been openly 
threatening Enropean banks that 
they will turn elsewhere to float their 
foan issues {f Jewish and other black- 
listed banks take part in under- 
writing new bond issues. Over 100 
banks in Europe and North Amer- 
iea usually take part in these loan- 
floating operations. 


Yamani hopes price

NEW DELHI. — The Saudi Ara- 
bian Oil Minister said yesterday 
that he hoped oil would never 
again be used as ἃ political wea- 
pon and’ that prices would show 


“some decrease.” 

“Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, in a 
wide-ranging news conference, also 
supported Kissinger’s step-by-step 
approach to the Middle East prob- 
lem, but said that progress would 
have to be made soon. 

Yamani brushed aside a question 
about a possible American military 
takeover of Arab oilfields. ‘In Sau~ 
di Arabia, we don’t take that threat 
seriously. We know that it is a very 
risky matter and any rational gov- 
ernment will never take an irrational 
action of this kind, because it means 
a disaster for the whole world and 
an end to the western civilization.” 

Yamani reiterated Saudi Arabia's 
opposition to any further rise in 
oil prices, “As a matter of fact we 
are still trying to. get some decrease 
in the oil price!” : .. 

Yamani is In New Delhi to discuss 
closer economic cooperation with In~ 
dia.
